1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

2. The appUcation has been amended as follows: 
Amend claim 8 as follows: 

Add the phrase — called by a translation module of a printer driver — between 

'program' and 'such'. 

Thus the last hmitation should read: 

"automatically translating said electronic document into one or more languages according 
to said user input with an electronic translation program called by a translation module of 
a printer driver such that said resulting print job contains hardcopies of said document in 
a plurality of languages." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 and 20 - 23 are allowed and have been renumbered 1 - 20. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is a system for executing a print job of an electronic document including a 
translation module of a printer driver that calls a translation program for translating the human or 
natural language of the document. Claim 8 is a method of executing a print job of an electronic 
document including prompting a user through a user interface to select languages and 
automatically translating the document with an electronic translation program called by a 
translation module of a printer driver. Claim 15 is a printer driver that includes a graphical user 
interface and a translation module that calls a translation program to perform translation of the 
document. Claim 23 is similar to claim 1 with added features and is allowable for the same 
reasons as claim 1 . These claims identify the uniquely distinct features of performing 
natural/human translation of electronic documents by calling a translation program of a printer 
driver. A printer driver has been read specifically to be: 'a piece of software specific to a given 
printer that formats a print job according to a specific operation of that printer. ' The closest 
prior art, Labarge (US 2002/0188435) teaches a Microsoft word appUcation that has calls a 
translation program for translating the human/natural language of a document before the 
document is printed, but does not teach that the word processing program is a printer driver or 
has printer driver fianctionality, and no prior art has been found in thorough search that has any 
type of human/natural language translation features bemg performed by a printer driver. Thus, 
Labarge does not singularly or in combination with other art searched anticipate or render the 
above limitations obvious when used with other claimed Umitations.
